never had pretended to it; and he was a violent 
enemy to popery, not ſo much from any fixed 


principle in religion, in which he was too looſe, 
as becauſe he looked on it as an invaſion made on 


the freedom of human nature. He began his 


journey towards Ireland July 22, with a very 


noble equipage, and arriving at Dublin, had, on 
Auguſt 2, the ſword of ſtate delivered to him. 


In his government of that kingdom, he exceeded 


all that had gone before him, and was a pattern 
to all that ſhould-.come after.

he thought his going out of the way might incline the Jury

« which Bomeney anſwered, Being come in haſte, he had

ſuch thing from him: that his lady in particular affirmed, that 
he uſed to ſpeak againſt ſelf-murder with an emotion beyond 
what was cuſtomary to him, and that he often declared, 
That no circumſtances whatſoever could extenuate the guilt, 
or leſſen the infamy, of ſo unnatural and wicked a fact. 
2. That he could have no ſuch premeditated deſign. - For, 
the day before his murder, he had ordered his ſervants to

for dreſſing of victuals. And had laid in a conſiderable quan- 
tity of the beſt of wines. Moreover, that he had given private 


directions to his ſteward, to place himſelf as conveniently as he 


could at the lord Ruſſel's trial, the better to take the evidence 
againſt him in ſhort hand, and convey it to him. 3. That 
the news of the earl of Effex's murder was publickly talked 
of at ſeveral diftant places, before it was perpetrated ; namely, 
two days before, at Andover in Hampſhire : the day before, 
at Warminſter in Wiltſhire ; and the ſame day it was com- 
mitted, at Froom in Somerſetſtrire, ninety miles from London. 
And, therefore that it was contrived, and done by others, 
4- That Jane Lodeman, a young woman about thirteen, and 
William Edwards, a youth between thirteen and fourteen 

ears of age, being at the Tower that morning the earl of 
Eier was found murthered, they ſaw a bloody razor thrown 


out of his chamber- window: which the boy going to take 


up, 2 ſhort woman, in a. white' hood, came out of captain 
Hawley's houſe, where the earl lodged, and ſnatching up the 
razor carried it in; immediately after which, murder was 
cried out. The boy denied this afterwards, but is ſaid to 
have been terrified by one of his ſiſters, who told him, that 
he would ruin his father (who had a place in the cuſtom- 
houſe) 2nd the reſt of the family, if he perſiſted in it, and 
would bring both himſelf and his father to be hanged.

« both jugular veins being alſo quite divided.“ Now, the 
razor wherewith he was ſaid'to have killed himſelf, being a

In the reign of Queen Anne, he was conſtable of 
the Tower of London, lieutenant general of her ar- 
mies, and colonel of Dragoons. He was alſo, in both 
| reigns, lord lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotulorum of 
Hertfordſhire and St. Albans. He died Jan. 10, 
1709-10. leaving iſſue by the lady Mary Ben- 
tick, eldeſt daughter of William earl of Port- 
land, William the late earl of Eſſex, and two 
daughters, the lady Elizabeth, and the lady 
Mary. William the preſent earl of Eſſex is

The city here is at preſent in a good deal of 
diſorder, the aldermen and commons almoſt perpetu- 
ally jarring and differing. At my firſt coming over 
they were in great confuſion, and ſeveral mutinies 
had been here; and in one of them concerning the 
building a bridge, the. tumult was fo great, as Sir 
Arthur Forbeſe, then one of the lords juſtices, was 
forced to draw out fome of the ſoldiers, and cauſe 
them. to fire among them, before they would be 


quieted, wherein ſome men loſt their lives. After- 


wards, by the vile practices of Sir Ellis Leighton to 
get himſelf: into the recorder's place, and ſome other 
advantages of money, Sir John Totty then Mayor, 
joining with other ſeditious people of the commons, 
at once turned out eight aldermen and the recorder. 
The matter being extraordinary, and the manner of 


_ diſplacing thoſe men who were the wealthieſt and 


moſt ſubſtantial of the city, being very irregular and 

turbulent, they applied themſelves to the King in 
England, and his Majeſty, at my firſt coming aver, or- 
dered me to hear and determine it according to juſtice. 


This affair had a full hearing at large, and the . 


ceeding of turning out theſe aldermen appearing not 
only contrary to all the practices and cuſtoms of this 
city, but alſo againſt the, rules of common juſtice, 
it was declared void by the whole board, there being 
at leaſt 20 of the council preſent, not one diſſenting, — 
and that the aldermen ſhould be replaced again; as 
alſo that all acts and proceedings relating to the 
turning out of theſe aldermen ſhould be erazed out 
of the city books. The firſt part was performed, and 
the aldermen put in. poſſeſſion of their places again; 
but as for the latter, the city has neglected to do it 
hitherto, and the laſt week there being a quarter aſ- 
ſembly, the matter was taken into conſideration :. 
the mayor and aldermen unanimouſly agreed; and

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ſent it to the commons z the commons by vote abs re- 
fuſed obedience to our orders. I am conſidering what to 
do in the thing: ſure I am I will not ſuffer his Majeſty's 
authority to-be lighted; but will ſee our orders obeyed, 
and theſe proceedings, by one means or other, razed 
out of their books. The reports which every day 
are tranſmitted hither from England of my remove, 
is the principal cauſe of their ſtubborneſs; and, in- 
deed, it is a misfortune to his Majeſty's vs, that 
ſuch rumours are : ſpread ; for I do not believe that 
under the ſun there are a people who are more apt 
to deſpiſe and affront their governors than ſome here 
are, and will, if they have any imagination that 
they are to be recalled : but I know. not how this 
can be helped i in ſuch a looſe age as. this, where all 
men write and ſpeak what they pleaſe ; however, 
doubtleſs it much weakens. his Majeſty's authority. 
The reaſon that I have writ all this is to introduce 
another matter, wherein I deſire you to ask my lord 
keepers ind Sir William Jones the attorney general 
heir opinions: There is one Phillpot, a haberdaſher, 
who hath in my lord Berkley's time, and now ſince 
my coming, hath been the principal ringleader of 
theſe ſeditious people.

undue proceedings againſt the former recorder and 
late aldermen, I alſo hear that the aſſembly of the 
commons conſiſted of fifty eight, forty five whereof 


Wend againſt the order, and only thirteen for it, ſo as 
| it 
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it was evident, that the major part of the commons 
are infected with this diſorder. We iſſued out 

a further order, requiring poſitively their obedience, 
450 in caſe they refuſed, that the names of thoſe 
perſons ſhould be returned who preſumed to vote 
againſt it, and upon reading this order, the commons 
violently broke open the doors and went out, and 
thus diſſolved the aſſembly. I do know that it is

Since my coming into 

this employment, I have not met with any thing of 

much difficulty or uneaſineſs, except only the diſor- 

ders which I found this city in at my arrival, and 

indeed the ſecretary. of that perſon who was here be- 

fore me, did for ſome of his own private ends en- 

flame a feud, that. was beginning -between the alder- 

3 : men and commons to that degree, as I could never 
E * with all the induſtry and fair means I have uſed for 
5 theſe two years, bring them to any compoſure. There 

was a mutiny, in the time of my lord Berkley, about 
the building of a bridge, which came to that height, 
as ſir Arthur Forbeſe was forced to draw out the 
* ü guards, and fire among and kill ſome men before he 
SS could make them quiet; and though I do not now 
X ſee a any ground to apprehend a tumult or ſedition like 
that; yet the ſtubborneſs of the commons at this pre- 

ſent is ſuch, that unleſs, ſome courſe be taken with 

the principal incendiaries, I fear it cannot but end 

in miſchief, A little , before my conm0g over, there 

- were 
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were eight. aldermen and the recorder moſt ls 
and irregularly thruſt out of their places ; and his 
Majeſty was pleaſed by a letter to refer to me and 
the council the hearing and determination of that 
matter ; we ſpent ſeveral days upon it, and baving 
heard council at large on both ſides, we declared the 
proceedings, in turning out thoſe aldermen and the 
recorder, to be (as indeed they were) both contrary 
to the cuſtoms of the city, and the rules of com- 
mon juſtice, and thereupon ordered the aldermen 
and recorder to be replaced ; and to the end that no 
memory might remain of ſuch undue and illegal pro- 
ceedings, we alſo ordered, that all entries relating to 
the expulſion of theſe men, ſhould be razed and 
blotted out of their books, as the copy of the order 
herewith incloſed, will more fully inform your lord- 
ſhip ; the aldermen took their places again, but in 
regard of ſome unſettledneſs in their afſembly, and 
ſome irregularities and inconſtancy in their meetings ; 
this latter part of our order, concerning the raſure, 
was ſuffered to reſt till of late, but being ſome weeks 
ſince informed by the mayor, that our order was 
not compleatly executed, we ſent a ſecond order of 
council requiring their obedience, whereupon at an 
aſſembly called for that purpoſe, the mayor and. al- 
dermen unanimouſly agreed to comply, but the com- 
mons denied it, which being ſignified to us by the 
mayor, and ſheriffs, we ſent another order to them 
expreſly commanding their conformity, with direction 
return the names of thoſe who ſhould vote againſt 

; upon. this an aſſembly being called, and the or- 
te read, moſt of the commons immediately forced 
open the doors, and in a tumultuary manner broke 
up the aſſembly; as for theſe entries upon the books, 
we can ſend for the books themſelves to the council, 
und cauſe thoſe parts directed in our order, to be 
D 3 expunged, 
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expunged there : it ſeems to me a thing inſufferable, 
to permit men to go away with acts of diſobedience, 

unpuniſhed, and therefore unleſs ſome ſeverity be uſed 
upon thoſe three or four perſons who incite the reſt 
to ſedition, his Majeſty's authority will, I fear, be 
much weakened, and this I ſhall be extreamly aſhamed 
to ſee in my time, Beſides in this caſe, *tis conſider- 
able that Dublin being the capital city, other corpo- 
rations will take example by them, and the pattern 
may run throughout the whole kingdom. But there 
being leiſure to conſult his Majeſty's pleaſure herein, 
I give your lordſhip the trouble of this large letter, 
and deſire you would be pleaſed to acquaint him 
with the ſubſtance thereof, and that I may have or- 
der, whether I ſhall only ſee theſe proceedings razed 
out of the books and do nothing further, or whether 
it may not be fit, that I likewiſe infli ſome puniſh- 
ment upon theſe incendiaries, who ſtir up the people 
to ſedition. 

There are ſeveral letters before me for the remittal 
of quit- rents, theſe being all upon the ſame foot with 
ſome others for ſuch like remittals, copies whereof 
T have already ſent your lordſhip, I do not acquaint 
you with the particulars, but intend to ſtop them all, 
till from your lordſhip I ſhall receive a fignification 
of his Majeſty's pleaſure upon this ſubject.

" Have received two of yours of the 3oth of Ja- 
nuary, and. the 2d of February, as alfo two of 
the ſame dates from mr, Harbord. The city here are 
in very ill temper, the commons perpetually jarring 
with the aldermen, and now diſputing the 'authority 
of the lieutenant and council. I haue given mr. ſe- 
cretary Coventry an account of the thing, and I de- 
fire you will mind him of it, that I may have a 
fpeedy diſpatch of his Majeſty's orders to direct me 
what I am to do therein, It may be a little won- 
dered at by ftanders by, why I ſhould, upon ſuch 
an occaſion as this, ſend for orders out of England, 
and not myſelf with the council proceed with that 
vigour as is fit in ſuch like cafes; but I muſt tell 
you truly, that the experience. I have had of the un- 
ſteadineſs of councils at Whitehall, and their per- 
petual contradicting even themſelves in their own 
orders, makes me walk warily. I know very well, 
that fir Ellis. Leighton by his letters, and colonel - 
Talbot by his emiſſaries do incite the people to this 
ſtubborneſs; beſides I cannot but take notice that 

this is the only point upon which they can hope to 
ground a propofal to the King for my remove, viz. 
of my being ungrateful to the city here, and for this 
reaſon I would be glad to fortify myfelf with his

I deſire you would 
return his lordſhip my hearty thanks : I am ſure he 
hath not only done a favour to me, but a good to 
the whole kingdom in it. I have peruſed the two 
letters concerning the committee of council for the 
revenue; the deſign intended by this committee is, 
that in regard the privy council is grown ſo nume- 
rous, the buſineſs of the revenue may be reduced 
into fewer hands. The new draft of the letter, (and 
indeed the old one is little other) impowers them 
only in two points, viz. as commiſſioners of ac- 
counts, and as perſons who are to adjuſt the claims 
of the farmers for defalcations and abatements: which 
is well enough, provided the letter be followed with 
inſtructions directing them to proceed in all matters 
relating to the revenue; and upon this ſcore it is not 
only proper, but neceſſary, that your lordſhip be 
named one of this number, which, if they were 
barely commiſſioners of accounts, it would not ſeem 
ſo conſiſtent: therefore if that clauſe of the firſt 

draft be added, excluding every of the commiſſioners 

therein to be named, from any power of voting, or 
otherwiſe acting thereupon, in any caſe where any 
of them ſhould be particularly concerned, I conceive 
the ſecond draft may do very well. I do much ap- 
prehend the ill effects that the ſending over money 
from hence by dhe farmers to ſerve their own occa- 
ſions, may produce; though I am very confident, _

underſtandings and unhappy differences have continu- 
ed until this day, the cauſe whereof muſt be con- 
feſſed by all, to be too much retaining the memory of 
the beginning of the ſaid unhappy differences, the 
conſequence whereof muſt of neceſſity prove very 
fatal, if not deſtructive to this antient and loyal city, 
unleſs ſome ſpeedy, courſe be taken to reſtore us to 
our antient love and amity among ourſelves, always 
remembering that a city divided cannot ſtand. Now 
for as much as your petitioners are very ſenfible of 
the evil conſequence that have and may befall this 
city in caſe the ſaid miſunderſtandings ſhould conti- 
nue; and to the end that the ſaid differences, and all 
Laws, may be for ever buried in oblivion, and that 


perfect love and amity may be renewed among wy 
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and every the members of this city, which is the 
cearneſt deſire of all good citizens. 


c And whereas his excellency the lord wa 
te and council of this kingdom, have in their great 
« wiſdom and care of the welfare of this city ſigni- 


44 fied their pleaſure, that the citizens of this city

Your petitioners do therefore pray, that the ſaid

clared to be null and void, that the clerk of 


the Tholſel do forthwith cancel the ſame, and 
take them off from among the records of this 
city, ſo that nothing may remain or record to poſte- 


rity of the ſaid difference; and to the end that there 


may be no more ſuits at law concerning this mat- 
ter, and that nothing may hereafter ariſe to diſturb 
the peace and unity of this city, or revive the me- 


mory of the ſaid difference; it is humbly prayed, 


that it may be enacted by this preſent aſſembly, 
that all other acts and orders that were made by the 
faid mayor, ſheriffs, commons and citizens, from the 
28th of April 1672, to the 20th of September fol-

, only defer giving any reſolution concerning ſuch 
tories as have ſubmitted themſelves to your lordſhip,

Bir, Dublin Caſtle, March 8, FB: 
M lord chief juſtice, with the aſſiſtance of 


the King's council, hath taken ſeveral exa- 
minations concerning the diſorderly proceedings in 
this city, and ſome of thoſe perſons who were moſt 
factious, will, I believe, in ſome meaſure be reached 
by them. The ſeaſon of the aſſizes in the country 
being now, and no legal proſecution of theſe men 
being proper till the term, my lord chief juſtice goes 
his circuit, and at his return he will prepare to pu- 


niſh ſome of theſe incendiaries : but in my own 


thoughts, I am of opinion, and have been long ſo, 
that nothing will reduce this city to a due compo- 
ſure, unleſs it be the avoiding their charter by a 
Quo Warranto, and granting them a new one; for the 
body of the commons are ſo numerous, there being 
ninety- ſix of them, beſides ſheriffs peers, which uſu- 
ally are between twenty and thirty, moſt of the com- 
mons being extream poor men, are continually muti- 
nous and factious; whereas, if they had a new char- 
ter, and the number reduced to be fewer, and thoſe 
named out of the moſt ſubſtantial chief trading men 
of the city, whoſe intereſt it is to be quiet, I am 
confident it would be the only way to bring them 
into order and peace. This I hint to you by way of 
diſcourſe, which I would not have formally propoſed 
to his Majeſty till I have better conſidered of it, tho? 
I am apt to think in the end it muſt be done. Since 
the levying of the lapſe-money is reſolved, here are. 
two pretenſions ſtarted up for part of it, and have 
been offered to me: the one is of ſir John Davis, 
the . clerk of the council, as left him by his 

7 father 
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father, ſir Paul Davis, a perſon who doubtleſs de- 
ſerved very well of the crown, and was at a conſide- 
rable charge, laying out money of his own, during 
the war, for the publick ſervice; and on that ſcore 
was ordered repayment upon the lapied money, &c, 
as will appear by a letter in my lord of Ormond's 
time, a copy whereof is here incloſed ; and having 
received no benefit thereby, he defires the renewal 
thereof, if his Majeſty thinks fit. 

The other is claimed by major Bolton ; the ground 
whereof is, that he was employed both here in Ire 
land and in London, in diſcovering and abſtracting 
the forfeited lapſe- money, &c. and had a letter of 
his Majeſty's for 500 J. thereof, wherein I obſerve 
the ſum is put in with his Majeſty's own hand, TI 
have tranſmitted both theſe letters to you for a fur- 
ther ſignification of his Majeſty's e therein.

HEREAS by Our letters under Our royal 
ſignet, dated the 2d day of February, in 
the 18th year of Our reign, and directed to Our 
right truſty and right intirely beloved couſin and 
councellor, James, duke of Ormond, Our then 
lieutenant of Our kingdom of Ireland, and to Our 
chief governor there for the time being.

by the explanatory act is to be paid to Us in lieu 
and recompence of the forfeited ſubſcriptions, com- 
monly called by the name of lapſed money, except- 
ing that part of the ſaid 270001. reſerved unto 
Ourſelves ; or out of the money payable by virtue 
of the ſaid act, upon account of the year's value, 
excepting the 5ooool. payable to Us thereout : and 
therefore by Our ſaid letters We directed an account 
to be ſtated of what remained due as aforeſaid to the 
ſaid fir Paul Davis; and further required Our ſaid 
then lieutenant to give order to Our vice treaſurer, 
or other receiver or receivers of the ſaid 30000 1. out 
of the ſame to ſatisfy and pay unto the ſaid fir Paul 
Davis, his executors, adminiſtrators or affigns, the 
faid 31551. 2s. 6d. or ſo much thereof as ſhould 
be found to be remaining due and unpaid to, him. 
And whereas we are informed that it appears by an 
account ſtated according to an order of the ſaid duke 
of Ormond, made in purſuance of Our ſaid letters, 
before Our chief baron of Our court of exchequer, 
and before Our late auditor there, that there re- 
mained due to the ſaid fir Paul Davis the ſaid ſum 
of 31551. 28. 6d. and that thereupon, and in obe- 
dience to Our faid pleaſure in Our ſaid letter ſigni- 
fied, the ſaid duke of Ormond iſſued his warrant, 
dated the 4th of May 1666, to Our receiver general 
of Our ſaid kingdom, that then was, or hereafter 
ſhould be, out of the ſaid monies to ſatisfy and pay 
unto the ſaid fir Paul Davis, his executors, admi- 
niſtrators or aſſigns; but they have not received the 
faid ſum or any part thereof, by reaſon that all the

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ſum of 30000 l. to be raiſed in recompence of the 
ſaid lapſed money, has not as yet been offered, where- 
by they have been much diſappointed of the benefit 
and advantage that by Our ſaid letters was intended 
for them. Now, We taking the ſame into Our 
princely conſideration, and We having by Our letters 
of the firſt day of February 1674, required and au- 
thorized you Our lieutenant to give order for the 
aſſeſſing and levying the ſaid ſum of 30000 l. in the 
manner therein expreſſed, and the monies ſo levied 
and aſſeſſed to iſſue and pay in ſuch manner as We 
ſhall think fit to direct, to the perſons to whom We 
have granted the ſame : We have therefore thought 
mt hereby to will and require you, that out of the 
ſaid money ſo to be levied and aſſeſſed as aforeſaid, 
you do cauſe to be iſſued and paid to the executors, 
adminiſtrators; or aſſigns of the ſaid fir Paul Davis, 
the ſaid ſum of —_ 28. 6d. and you are to take 
care, that upon their receiving the ſame, ſuch concor- 
datums, or other warrants as they have for the ſaid 
ſum, or any part thereof, be given up, to the end

Y your lordſhip's of the 20th of F ebruary, I 
underſtand his Majeſty's pleaſure, that ſir 
George Hamilton ſnould be permitted to have 500 


men out of this kingdom to recruit his regiment; but 
that it be done with privacy, in regard, that if notice 


be taken, the Dutch ambaſſador would complain. I 


have ſpoken with fir Anthony Hamilton, and directed 
him to proceed with all ſecrecy in the affair, and told 


him, that if any accounts ſhould come to me out of 


the country that men were raiſing for foreign ſcrvice, 
J would not ſeem to believe it. However, it de- 
pends much upon his diſcretion to carry his buſineſs 
prudently, and without noiſe, which I hope he will 


do. I find the matter is already ſuſpected in Hol- 
land; for my lord of Thomond tells me he has re- 
ceived a letter from my lord Clare, which I hear he 
has ſhowed to many in town, complaining, that I 


had hindered 500 men from entering themſelves into 


the States ſervice, and had impriſoned ſeveral of the 
officers for inliſting them, &c. and that there were now 
divers officers for ſerving in the French army gone 
over on the like errand, whom he haped would nat 
be better uſed.

This country ſuffers much under the want of ſmall 
money, legally authorized, therefore I wiſh the pro- 
poſals concerning it, which I ſent to your lordſhip, 
were conſidered, and orders given therein.

The 
commiſſioners of Cork-houſe, and mr. Forth, who 
is here, do confidently deny the having ſent any mo- 
ney into England, and offer to depoſe it upon oath, 
if thereunto required, that there hath not by 5ool. 
been remitted into England more money than by 
bills hath been returned hither. Some among them 
are great traders, and I am confident do employ the 
money of the farm in traffick, which is one reaſon, 
among others, that they are ſo backward in their 
payments. As to their accounts, delivered in upon 


oath, I cannot find any cheque upon them, either in 


Telation to the cuſtoms, or imported exciſe, which 1s 
the principal thing that ought to be looked into ; 
for the farmers officers have in all the ports thruſt + 

out the King's officers from almoſt acting any thing; 
and the patent officers having their ſalaries, are wil- 
ling enough to be eaſed of the troubles, ſince they 
can get nothing by it.

mean my lord chief juſtice Booth. You ſay he is an old 
man and very infirm, and therefore, till I know which 
it is you intend, I cannot tell how to write ſuch an an- 
ſwer as will be proper to be ſhewed ; for according to 
the ſeveral perſons each deſerves his ſeveral charac- 
ter, and the thing itſelf its different conſideration, 
If it be my lord chief juſtice Booth, he is the ableſt 
man in his profeſſion we have here, and is as good 
a judge, and in all reſpects as worthy a man as [ 
have ever known; but is ſo miſerably afflicted with 
the gout and other diſeaſes, as makes him ſeldom ſit 
to do any buſineſs ; and that cauſes me to believe he 
may be the man.

My lord of 
Ardglaſs, with ſeveral others, ſaved themſelves upon 
the rock, where they were a day and a night before 
any veſſel arrived to relieve them. This firſt account 
is but imperfect, ſo as we are not certain how many 
may be ſaved. The captain of this veſlel ſeemed to 
be as careful a man as I have ever known: we hear 
that himſelf and moſt of his ſeamen are drowned. 
About ten days ſince the earl of Donegal died 
here: I have given his troop to fir Arthur Chicheſter, 
who was lieutenant thereof, and is now earl of Done- 
gal.

* the Declaration and act of Gam, the 

ſoldiers were to pay to the King half a years 
value, and the adventurers a years value of their lands, 
towards the relief and reparations of the loſſes of 
fuch as the King ſhould judge to have acted and 
ſuffered for him. 

The earl of Orrery, and the late lord Maſſereen 
were made receivers of this money, who were to pay 
what they ſhould receive to the vice treaſurer by 
whom the fame was to be iſſued out to ſuch per- 
ſons as the King ſhould direct. The King granted 
ſeveral letters for payment of divers great ſums of 
money out of this fund, which did very far exceed 
the money that came in thereupon, and among others, 
by his letters dated the 23d of March 1664, direct- 
ed to00l. to be paid out thereof to fir Samuel 
Moreland. By the act of explanation paſſed about 
October 1665, this years value and half years value 
is diſcharged, and a year's rent appointed to be paid 
by all adventurers, ſoldiers and others, which if it 
mould fall ſhort of 300000 J. it was to be made up 
fo much by a tax upon the whole kingdom, of which 
300001. 
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I. the ſum paſſed upon the former fund of 
the years value and half years value were to be 
part.

The laſt roooool. of this 300000 J. is by the 
act ordered to be iſſued to ſuch perſons as his Ma- 
jeſty had appointed the ſame, as a reward of their 
ſervices and ſufferings ; and in the firſt place, 
towards the payment of the ſum of money appoint- 
ed to be paid to the duke of Ormond, or ſo much 
thereof as was in arrear.

And, I muſt confeſs; I do 
ſtill remain of the ſame mind; but in regard we 
have an expectation of a parliament here, and hope 
there will be ſome increaſes made to his Majeſty's in- 
tereſt, it may therefore ſeem for the preſent more 
convenient to keep the reyenue ſome time in his 
Majeſty's own hands, and ſo ſoon as the intended 
parliament bath met, and granted their ſupplies; that 
then both be lett together; for the advance we. bope 
for in the revenue being principally upon the encreaſe 
of the cuſtoms on {ſeveral commodities, if the cuſtoms 
that now are be let to one pack of men, and the 
new impoſitions on the ſame commodities to others, 
it will cauſe ſo much confuſion and diſpute, and will

money. And as for the quit-rents which are in moſt 


danger, I ſhall be able very ſpeedily to reduce them 
toa certainty, and by diminiſhing them upon all theſe 
lands which are overcharged, leave no juſt ground to 


complain of this burthen. My lord Conway will be 


prepared to diſcourſe with your lordſhip upon this 
ſubject, and to ſhew you the methods I take in the 
work, and tho' the ſum put out of charge will be 
ſome thouſands of pounds a year, yet when it is con- 
ſidered, that it is taken off ſuch lands where it cannot 
be collected, or at leaſt not without waſting them, 
none can think his Majeſty's income prejudiced by 
ſuch reducements. Beſides, the land which we ſhall 
diſcover, and thoſe others in Conaught, upon the ſet- 
tlement of that province, being brought into charge, 
which as yet they have not been, will more, I am 
ſure, than compenſate the ſum now ſtruck out. The 
next thing to be provided for is, that the eſtabliſh- 
ment do continue the ſame as now it is, only with 
thoſe additions for eaſing the ſheriffs, which are al- 
ready publiſhed to the people by proclamation. And 
tho' I am confident the revenue will now more than

| Concerning the Charters to Corporations. 


N moſt of the corporations of Ireland, the free- 

men were generally papiſts in the year 1641, and 
ſo continued till about 1654, and although moſt of 
the perſons who were then free, may now be pre- 


ſumed to be dead, yet there being a cuſtom in moſt 


corporations, that all the ſons of freemen are alſo 
free of the corporations whereof their fathers. were 
free, there cannot but be now very many papiſts 


living who are entitled to their freedoms in their ſe- 
veral corporations. Since the ending of the rebellion 


all the magiſtrates in corporations have been ge- 
nerally proteſtants, and many Proteſtants have been 
alſo admitted to their freedoms, and in the Uſur- 
per's time all the papiſts that were freemen were. 
roo from enjoying the benefit of their free- 
Ons. 

vince the King's reſtoration many Liſputen i 
happened concerning the papiſts who were formerly 
free, being admitted again into the corporations. 

By a letter from the King, dated the 22d of May 
1661, his Majeſty declared his pleaſure, that the re- 
ſpective former inhabitants, natives and freemen, and 
ſuch as had right to be freemen in any of the cities 
or towns in this kingdom, ſhould be forthwith le- 
ſtored to their accuſtomed privileges and immunities, - 
and admitted to trade in the ſaid reſpective cities and 
towns as freely as heretofore, without making any 
national diftinction, or giving any interruptions up- 
on pretence of difference of Judgment, or opinion in 
K 3 ; matters 
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matters of religion. Notwithſtanding this letter many 
of the antient freemen that were papiſts were kept 
out of ſeveral of the corporations. In the act of 
Settlement or Explanation there is no clauſe that 
hinders any papiſt from buying or taking any leaſes 
of any forfeited houſes from the forty nine officers, 
without licence of the lord lieutenat and council. 
His Majeſty afterwards by his Letters bearing date 
the 26th of February 1671, in the time of the lord 
Berkley's government, did again declare his pleaſure, 
that all the antient freemen of the reſpective corpo- 
rations ſhould enjoy their former freedoms and pri- 
vileges, and that a general licence ſhould be given 
to papiſts to hire or purchaſe any forfeited houſes in 
corporations, which was accordingly done, and his 
Majeſty's pleaſure therein publiſhed by. proclamation 
of the lord lieutanant and council, e date the 
eighth of May 1671. 
The rules fince made by the lord lieutenant and 
council, in purſuance of a clauſe contained in the 
act of Explanation, does hinder all papiſts from be- 
ing magiſtrates in corporations, unleſs diſpenſed with 
by the lord N from taking the oath of Su- 
premacy, but nothing in thoſe rules takes away from 
them the benefit of their freedoms; yet in ſome of 
their corporations (in which the number of pro- 
teſtants is great) many of the papiſts are ſtill kept 
out and hindered from their freedoms, as particularly 
in Cork, which is now wholly inhabited by pro- 
teſtants, and the antient natives or freemen are ei- 
ther diſpoſed in the country abroad, or do only in- 
habit in the ſuburbs without the walls, but the trade 
is almoſt wholl f carried on by the proteſtants. Up- 
on renewing of charters, great diſputes are likely to 
ariſe between the preſent inhabitants and antient na- 
tives 
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tives of ſeveral of the corporations concerning the 
bdindering of the antient natives from, or admitting 
them to the. benefit of their (freedoms, If they ſhould 
be hindered from their freedoms, they will complain 
that there is no law to take that benefit from them ; 
that it is unreaſonable to hinder them from trading, 
and may be alſo prejudicial to the King in his cuſ- 
toms, and will force them to withdraw their Rocks "12 
beyond the ſeas, and that it is againſt the King's 
pleaſure expresſly declared by his ſeveral letters, and 
ſince made publick by proclamation, upon confidence 
whereof (it will be pretended) many have come over 
to inhabit here, that by-the Rules, papiſts who are 
foreigners may be admitted to be free in the corpo- 
rations here, and that it will be hard to bar papiſts, 
who are natives, from enjoying that freedom which 
hath been already granted them. If they ſhould all 
be generally admitted by the new charters to enjoy 
the benefit of their freedom, the proteſtant inhabi- 
tants will complain that the corporations will be all 
preſently filled with papiſts as they were in the year 
1641, and the proteftant inhabitants thereby diſcour- 
aged, that the number of the antient freemen who 
are papiſts will be much greater than of proteſtants, 
and thereby they will have the choice of parliament 
men, and the. houſe of commons thereby will be fil. 
led with papiſts, who are not, by any law of force 
here, hindered from fitting in the houſe : that it will 
be unreaſonable that ſuch, who by reaſon of their | 
not being adjudged innocent have forfeited their | | 
eſtates, ſhould. be admitted to continue their free. 
doms ; and it is to be feared, that the preſent pro- 
teſtant inhabitants who will generally ſolicit and take g 
out the charters, will hardly be at the charge of 0 
* them, if any proviſion ſhould be therein 1

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made for all the antient freemen to be tre to their 
freedoms, 

What expedients to DRE 1 2 to be 
very difficult, and it will be hardly poſſible to propoſe 
any that may ſatisfy both parties. 

It may perhaps be a middle way, to admit only 
thoſe papiſts to their freedoms, who do now actu- 
ally enjoy the benefit thereof, whereby thoſe papiſts 
who haye not yet been admitted thereunto by the 
corporations themſelves, may be excluded; or elſe 
to provide that thoſe papiſts who have been adjudg- 
ed innocent, and their heirs and children ſhall enjoy 
the benefit of thoſe freedoms whereby only thoſe who 
have not been admitted to enjoy their. eſtates, will 
be hindered from their freedoms, but it is to be 
doubted whether either of . will N the partes 
concerned. |

* LL theſe late letters I could never under- 
ſtand the bottom of the affairs concerning my 
private inſtructions, and the grounds of Mr. ſecretary 
Coventry taking. ſomething relating to them ill from 
me: ſo as I fear all I have hitherto wrote, and all 
the directions ſent by Mr. Harbord, may prove inef- 
feQual towards the giving him that ſatisfaction, 
which indeed I acknowledge to be his due. Mr. 
Harbord's letter of the 17th inſtant, tells me, that 
the debate upon this ſubject was very warm between 
my lord treaſurer and Mr. ſecretary Coventry, and 
that in the end my lord treaſurer did affirm, that 
theſe private inſtructions were deſired, and wrote for 
by me, and that he had twenty letters to ſhew to that 


effec; which is ſo far from truth, that it never en- 


tered into my thoughts or imagination to ask for 
them. Nor did I ſo much as dream or know of 
L them, 
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them, till they were delivered to me at Dublim. 
Neither did I write the leaſt ſyllable either to my 
lord treaſurer, or any perſon elſe whatever, to propoſe 
them. They confiſt of four inſtructions; the firſt 
whereof hath been made publick in council, but 
none of the other : and having, together with them, 
received commands not to communicate them, till I 
am releaſed by the ſame hand, viz. his Majeſty's, 
J cannot give out any copy of the reſt. Immediately 
upon the receipt of theſe inſtructions, I wrote to my 
lord treaſurer on the 14th of Auguſt, in the words of 
the paper Number I. A while after, in a letter of 
mine to my lord treaſurer, dated Auguſt 22d, you 
will find the paſſage Number II. About two months 
after that, perceiving letters, notwithſtanding theſe 
my private inſtructions, ſtill come in the ſame form 
as heretofore, ſo as I know not how to give anſwers 
to them, in another letter to my lord Treaſurer . (copy 


whereof is Numb. III.) 1 endeavoured. to have the 


matter for the future regulated. Mr. Harbord fur- 
ther tells me, that I had wrote to my lord Ranelagh 


the other day, to deſire him to move my lord Treaſurer, 
for a reſolution from the King what I ſhould do with 


thoſe letters and directions which lay before me, and 
that thereupon my lord Ranelagh did prepare the 
heads of an order in council, Upon peruſal of my 
late letters to my lord Ranelagh, I find one dated 
March 3o, occaſioned upon a letter I had tranſmitted 
in Mr. Sollicitor's behalf, which I defired my lord 
Ranelagh to ſee diſpatched to my lord Treaſurer ; 
but that not returning in the form preſcfibed by the 
inſtructions, I began my letter thus: I have re-

This is 
the truth, and the whole truth, as to my part, in the 
tranſaction of theſe inſtructions, by all which paſ- 
ſages it will appear, that I have barely obſerved the 
command of my maſter 
Some orders I have received concerning the ſend- 
ing of a patty of the army down to the North of 
Ireland, and with them directions to hold my intel- 
ligence for all things relating to this party, with my 
lord Treaſurer only. Now 1 do know, that this is a 
matter as foreign to the Treaſurer's buſineſs as any 
thing in the world, and proper only for the Secre- 
tary ; yet I would fain underſtand from any man, 
what I can do in ſuch a cafe, other than ſubmit to 
his Majeſty's pleaſure ; it not being the part of a 
ſervant to lay injunctions upon his Majeſty, in what 
method he ſhould diſpoſe of his affairs. Nay, I have 
been ſo far from offering to remove any buſineſs out 
of its proper channel, and am ſo great an enemy to 
it, that were it decent for me to ſhew ſome private 
letters which I have wrote to the King himſelf, they 
would ſufficiently juſtify me in this particular. And 
tho' I do not think it convenient to offer any copies 
of what hath at large been addreſſed to his Majeſty 
ſingly, yet a little of the ſubſtance I will communi- 
cate to you. At a time when my lord of Arlington 
and Jord Treaſurer were in very high conteſts, and I 
found great difficulties to keep fair with both; and 
L 2 that 
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that if either reſolved to thwart me, all under my 
charge would ſuffer very much, I did repreſent to 


his Majeſty the convenience of keeping that part of 


the buſineſs which related to this country in its pro- 
| per channel ; yet ſo, by my paying the reſpect to each 


in their ſeveral ſtations, his affairs might receive their 
due diſpatch, and I might preſerve a good correſpon- 
dence with all his great miniſters. This, and much 
more of the like kind, hath been expreſſed in ſome of 
my letters to the King. However, as to the letters 
which come from the ſecretary” s, I muſt confeſs, that 
I am of opinion, that they are generally too eaſily ob- 
tained, for each man ſtates his caſe himſelf; and tho” 
there, be another party concerned, he is ſeldom or 
never heard ; ; and the letter 44 up by the peti- 
tioner himſelf, with any clauſes he thinks fit to in- 
ſert : fo as I could give inſtances where matters de- 
terminable at law have been adjudged by letters. But, 
indeed, the greateſt miſchief comes to ſuch affairs as 
relate to the King himſelf, as remittals of quit-rents, 
and other particulars within the revenue, which upon 


any ſuggeſtion, without examination, paſs, and then 


I am forced to deny things after the King' s hand is 
to them, which is a great hardſhip upon me. How- 
ever, to my knowledge, 1 have not complained to 
any thereof, but to the ſecretary himſelf, viz. my 
lord of Arlington in a letter bearing date the 25th of 
April 167 3. wherein I preſumed to conjecture, that 
ſome orders would be endeavoured to be obtained in 


England. The words of the letter are theſe, © I

be ingrateful to the King himſelf, to have ſo | many 
of his letters denied by his miniſter, and yet I can't 
avoid the doing of it; this, I do aſſure you, that I 
never made any propoſal into England concerning the 
altering of thoſe methods : however, in my own 
thoughts, I do believe, they deſerve ſome conſidera- 
tion. One thing more I had almoſt forgot, which 
was, that in one of your late letters, Mr. ſecretary 
Coventry had ſeemed to you a little troubled concern- 
ing a letter T had wrote to my lord Treaſurer about 
the diſorders of this city, ſaying, it was fuller than 
the repreſentations I had made to him. Tis true, 
my lord Treaſurer's letter was more large: and it 
was neceſſary, if I wrote to him at all, it ſhould be 
fo in regard I was to ripp up to his Lordſhip the 
whole affair from the beginning, he not having any 
knowledge at all of the matter : but if Mr. ſecretary 
Coventry will compare both his letters, viz. that of 
the 3d 'of February, and that of the roth of Fe- 
bruary, he will find them as compleat to the preſent 
ſtate of the buſineſs as the other; and for the narra- 
tive of what paſſed three or four years ago, I knew 
he was fully acquainted with it by ſome former ac- 
counts given him. I wrote to my lord Treaſurer, 
becauſe I had found his friendſhip upon other occa- 
lions ; and if I had wrote to three or four of my 
acquaintance of the committee for foreign affairs, a 
ſtate of this matter, I ſuppoſe I had been guilty of 
no error, provided I did not neglect to acquaint the 

principal ſecretary with the thing. 
As for Mr. ſecretary Coventry, I conceive I need 
add nothing to convince you of the value I have for

I have this only thing to complain of, that 
upon a ſuggeſtion, before I were heard, he would 
imagine any thing unkindly of me; and, indeed, 1 
hope, for the future, he will believe me to be a plain 
man, without artifice, and one, who, in a direct 
courſe, purſues his Majeſty's commands. 1 confeſs, 
I am in ſome wonder, to find all my letters relating 
to theſe inſtructions ſo, coherent one with another, 
and all of them, ſo much as was fit for me, endea- 
vouring that rules for paſſing of grants might be 
known and ſettled ; for 'tis very poſſible, among ſo 
many diverſities of in and multitude of letters as 
I wrote, I might let fall ſome expreſſions inconſiſtent 
even with my own intention: but I do aſſure you, I 
have ſtrictly looked over all my late letters, and can- 
not ſee any thing of importance in them upon this 
ſubject but what I have ſent you. If any thing 
ſhould hereafter happen that may occaſion Mr. ſecre-

Treaſurer ſhould aſſert this; for however reaſonable 
or uſeful to the King's ſervice all or any of theſe in- 
ſtructions may be, is not the point, but whether 
J were the firſt mover or introducer of them, which 
your lordſhip” I am. confident ſufficiently knows I was 
not, for I am ſure I never had notice of them till 
they were put in my hand in your preſence. ' Had

IS Majeſty was pleaſed by his order in coun- 

cil dated the 20th of September 1672, to di- 

ret that the rents and profits of certain lands in 
the county of Tipperary, formerly ſet out to Dick 
and Cunningham, and-then in controverſy between fir 
Edward Scott and colonel Vernon, ſhould be ſe- 
queſtered to his Majeſty? s uſe, and that they ſhould 
be received and kept apart in the hands of the King's 
remembrancer of the Exchequer : notwithſtanding bis 
order one Jeremy Donovan, an attorney of the ex- 
chequer, by authority from fir Edward Scott, as he 
pretends, received and fecured by bond, a conſider- 
able part of the rents of the premiſſes due after the 
date of the ſaid order, and ſome part of the rents of 
the ſaid lands were purſuant to the firſt order brought 
into the exchequer. His Majeſty by his letters pa- 
tents of the 15th of December 1673, grants the ſaid 
| lands to colonel Vernon and his heirs, together with 
all rents and arrears of rent, and meſne profits what- 
ſoever, due or payable for or in reſpect of the afore- 
faid land, &c. ſince the paſſing of the acts of Settle- 
ment, &c. except ſuch rents and meſne profits of the 
ſaid lands as were received by fir Edward Scott by 
virtue of his cuſtodiam, and ſuch rents as are remain- 
ing in the hands of the remembrancer of the ex-

1673, by which order the ſaid lands were directed to 
be paſſed in patent to colonel Vernon; but alſo that 
' he might receive and enjoy the rents and profits of 
the lands mentioned in his ciſfodiam, which were 


paid into the hands of the remembrancer of the ex- 


chequer, by virtue of the order of council of the 20th 
of September 1672, or which were remaining in ar- 
rear in the hands of the poſſeſſors of the ſaid lands 
from the commencement of the ſaid cuſodiam at the

Hereupon his excellency the lord leuretianyy by

which proviſoe might be, that his Majeſty ſeemeth

Bridgeman in it; fir 
Maurice Euſtace had at that time ſpoke very ill of 
me in London, and: had drawn up ſeveral heads of 
complaints apainſt me in relation to the government 
here, copies whereof J have by me, and put them in 
colonel. Talbot's hands to ſhow them to his Majeſty, 
which colonel Talbot accordingly did, and preſt the 
King that there might be proofs of them, but the 
King was graciouſly pleaſed to anſwer colonel Tal- 
bot, that the matters were both in themſel ves very | 
inconſiderable, and likewiſe that err ne Wu 
of them to be true. 

Sir Maurice Euſtace had fo at 1 cis his 3 5 
ſaries in Dublin, to brag that he would be too hard 
for my lord lieutenant, and theſe fpoke many inde- 
cent things of me, ſo as if he cartied this, my 
credit had been utterly loſt, and I had been trampled 
upon by every body; how much therefore it concern 
ed me to engage ſome powerful people in my ſup- 
port, any reaſonable man may judge, and chis occa- 
ſioned my letter (a copy whereof is No. II.) to my 
lord Conway. I have likewiſe added ſome other 
expreſſions. in my letters to my lord Ranelagh con- 
cerning grants, tho' nôt at all ſignificant to the pre- 
ſent purpoſe, if the grounds of them be conſidered. 
That you may fee all 1: have wrote that can any ways 
be wreſted towards this matter, you will find them 
in No. III. and I deſire you to ſhow them all to ſe- 
cretary Coventry. After all this 1 conelude I need 
ſay no more in relation to thoſe inſtructions, and 
mr. ſecretary Coventry; indeed cannot be blanied 


in believing I might have done him ſome wrong, 
when 
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when ſo ndteriouſly it was affirmed before his Ma- 
jeſty himſelf 3-but 1 cannot think you have altoge- 
ther dealt ſo kindly with me, who ſhould know 
me better than to imagine any indirectneſs in my 
proceedings. I did never till now ſuſpe&, you of

lord Treaſurer's report, but other letters, where his

ſtructions. You tell me, that yourſelf and my lord 
Ranelagh were to meet at my lord Treafurer s, te 
prepare inſtructions for the future, ſuch as were fit to 
be ſeen by all men, and uſeful and neceſſary for 
grants. You that ſee what work hath been made 
already of thoſe inſtructions to my diſadvantage, I do 


wonder you ſhould engage yourſelf with any faction 


or party in drawing new ones, whatever you do, 
being in a manner conſtrued my act. If his Maj 

thinks fit to ſend me any commands, I ſhall oy 
them;

them; but as for new iar lions, let his Majeſty | 
appoint whom he pleaſeth to form them, and I am 
ſatisfied ; but yet the more favourable way would be 
to let me have the heads of them, that I may offer 
my objections againſt them before they be ſigned. 
As to the compoſure between my lord Treaſurer 
and Mr. ſecretary Coventry, I am very glad to hear 
that his Majeſty” s miniſters are like to accord bettet 
than heretofore ; but yet I muſt tell you, that J ought 
to haye right done me in the thing, and that the 
privy. council ſhould not believe I moved for theſe in- 
ſtructions when I did not: for I had rather loſe my 
employment, tho' it were ten times the value it is, 
than not ſerve as a man of honour. You have now 
at length cleared the matter concerning Eſſex-houſe, 
viz. that becauſe yourſelf was not employed in the 
affair, you judged it inconvenient for me to have it. 
I cannot compare this with any thing better, than 
that which you tell me in the end of your letter, 
namely, that in caſe money be aſked in the houſe by 
any of the "Treaſurer's friends, the oppoſite party are 
immediately reſolved to put in a charge againſt the 
Treaſurer ; ſo as in the mean time his Majeſty's af- 
fairs are in a good poſture, ſince the two factions are 
ſeparably reſolved, that the publick ſhall not be ſup- 
plied, unleſs it come purely by one of their means, 
each endeavouring by ſome by-way to obſtruct what 
the other doth. And in the like manner will my own 
concerns be, if you hold to theſe methods, not to 
let any thing be done but what yourſelf has a hand 
in, and are the doer thereof ; which I hope you will 
take warning for the future, rather to obſerve what! 
direct, than to oppoſe things becauſe you did not ad- 
viſe them. In relation to the houſe itſelf, though I 


would be glad to be maſter of it, if it might come 
fairly 
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fairly and handſomely, and like it the beſt of any ſeat 


about the town; yet I never deſired, or would engage 
any of my friends for acts of parliament to ſerve 
private turns. But if in the common prohibition of 
new buildings, the turning of this into tenements be 


_ obſtructed, I would not omit the opportunity of going 


on with that purchaſe ; and this you may let any of 
the members of parliament know, either of mine or 
your own acquaintance, In caſe any thing ſhould be 
ſtirring in parliament, as if I combined with my lord 
Treaſurer to divert the methods of government in 


this kingdom, that which I have writ at large to my 


brother in one by this packet, and two other letters, 
will ſufficiently inſtruct both him and you what to 


anſwer in it. You need not be nice in telling any of 
the members the truth, ſhould there be occaſion for 


it: for I am apt to believe, if you manage the affair 
rightly in England, the plain dealing. which I have 
ſteadily purſued, when it comes to light, will fix me 
firmer both in the favour of his Majeſty, and the 
eſteem of all good men, than ever I could have been, 
had not this inſtance to demonſtrate i, arrived. 

I have ſome few days fince received a letter from 
the duke of Monmouth concerning young Mr, 
Sarsfield's death, and other particulars relating to that 
eſtate, Let the Duke know, that I have only de- 
layed the anſwering his letter, till I have adviſed 
with the King's council here, and that in a little time 
I ſhall be able to return him an account which will

MONG the other objections which have 
been ſtarted concerning my late inſtructions, 
I do hear that it has been alledged, that 1 myſelf put 
the affairs of grants, &c. out of the tract, by mak- 
ing application to my lord Treaſurer on the ſcore of 
' ſome lands here. How frivolous this alſo is, the 
papers encloſed will fully convince you: the truth 
of the matter was this ; I am ſworn by my oath, not 
to ſuffer any thing to his Majeſty” s diſheriſon, and 
having a diſcovery made to me, that the mills and 
fiſhings of Kilmainham, (then in the pretended poſ- 
ſeſſion of Sir Maurice Euſtace) did of right belong 
to the King, I ordered Mr. Sollicitor and Mr. ſer- 
jeant Reynell (the latter of which hath always been 
of Sir Maurice Euſtace's counſel) to ftate the cafe : 
and I dealt fo fairly with Sir Maurice Euſtace in the 
matter, that I told him of it ; and he either was, of 
might have been there, whilſt it was drawing up. This 
caſe I ſent into England to my lord of Arlington, ac- 
quainting his Majeſty with the ſituation of theſe mills 
in the middle of the Park, and how neceſſary they 
were to the ſword, as alio that the landing belonging 
to the Caſtle, ſtood upon that ground; and that Sir 
Maurice Euſtace demanded rent for the ſame, whicli 
had . never been required of any former governors, 
Hereupon, I had a letter under the ſignet, dated the 
12th of February, 1673-4, ditecting me to profecute 
the King's right; but Sir Maurice Euſtace being then 
or ſoon after in England, petitioned his Majeſty to 
revoke this letter. This petition being referred to 
me, I made a report thereupon to his Majeſty, which 
| report 
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who were made uſe of in the matter. a 
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report I deſire you will read deliberately, and obſerve 


| how modeſt it is. Afterwards my lord of Arlington's 


letter of the 24th of March came, ordering me to 
take poſſeſſion in his Majeſty's behalf, which I ac- 
cordingly did. Sir Maurice Euſtace being very ill 
pleaſed that the King ſhould have that which was his 
own, inftead of purſuing his claim in a legal way, 
fell foul upon me, and both in ſpeeches at London, 
and very unhandſome letters hither (which letters I 
have ſeen) told every body that he had a conteſt with 
the Lord Lieutenant, and that he would be too hard 
for him; nay, he combined with colonel Richard 
Talbot, (who ſince my coming hath conſtantly been 
watching to do me injuries) to draw up ſome heads 
in a piece of paper, expreſſing my miſbehaviour and 


_ miſcarriages concerning the government here; which 


paper was by Dick Talbot ſhewed to his Majeſty, and 
have by me a copy of the ſeveral points wherof it 
conſiſted, His Majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed to give 
colonel Talbot this anſwer : That he looked upon 


the matters in themſelves to be very frivolous ; and 


beſides, did not believe any of them to be true. Vet, 
after all this, by the aſſiſtance of Mr. Brunker and 
Mr. Bridgman, Sir Maurice Euſtace procured a let- 
ter, counterſigned by my lord of Arlington, com- 
manding me forthwith to deliver back poſſeſſion a- 
gain; and in doing that, played an ill cheat too, 


for he ſhewed Mr. Harbord another form of a letter, 


which was only to give a confirmation for the mills, 
and not to ſtir the poſſeſſion, and that Mr. Harbord 


conſented to; but afterwards, by the means of 
theſe mgn, he got the other letter ſigned, pretending 


Mr. Ha bord had agreed to it. I miiſt cgnfeſs, I wag 


not more diſtaſted at the thing, than 7 the perſong 
d above all, I 
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could not but take it extream ill from my lord of 
Arlington, with whom I ever had fo fair a Correfſ- 
pondence, to uſe me thus, Yet then I was far 
from endeayouring to put things out of their proper 
channel, but proceeded openly and plainly. I wrote 
to my lord of Arlington upon this ſubject, and alſo 
to his Majeſty himſelf, and likewiſe to my lord Trea- 
ſurer, all dated June the 8th, 1674 ; and in that lat- 
ter letter to my lord Treaſurer only ſaid this, I am 
© not one that ſhall ever deſire to ſtraighten his 
« Majeſty's hands in beſtowing his graces upon any 
* perſon, &c. yet I would be glad that in this par- 
& ticular caſe my honour may alſo be conſidered. If 
<< therefore your lordſhip can find any expedient to 
ce accommodate both, you wil! mightily oblige, &c.” 
After which came a fignification of his Majeſty's 
Pleaſure, that I ſhould continue the poſſeſſion, and 
that Sir Maurice Euſtace ſhould take the price for 
them that they were reafonably worth : but whether 
this ſignification were by a former letter counterſigned 
by either of the ſecretaries, or by any intimation 
from my lord Treaſurer, or what other way I cannot 
ſay, having looked my letters over, but cannot rea- 
dily find it, Copies of the things that are material 
In this affair, I have herewith encloſed ; and tho' I 
know you are full of buſineſs this parliament time, 
yet I hope you will allow me half an hour to peruſe 
them. One point more I hear is looked upon as con- 
ſiderable in this cafe, which is, from the directions 
to keep the inſtructions private, when they ſhould 
come: and as to that, I ſay, my lord Ranelagh de- 
livered it to me as the King's order, that they ſhould 
be kept ſecret; and I do well remember he gave 
this reaſon withal, that ſhould they be made publick, 
It would render them uſeleſs, for every man would = 
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his letter get a non ob/tante to them. His lordſhip 
brought with him a private letter, written with his 
Majeſty's own hand, recommending him to me, ſo as 
I had no reaſon to believe it other than truth what 
he ſaid; if it be falſe, let him anſwer for it. And 
now having removed all the objections that either I 
have heard of or can imagine upon this ſubject, I do 
aſſure you, that not only my judgment and reaſon tells 
me, but even the .conſtant-current of all the letters I 
have wrote into England, do, as much as was fit for 
me, to urge the keeping of his Majeſty's buſineſs in 
the proper officers hands; for I am certain, *tis bet- 
ter for the King to change any ſervant he hath; than 
to confound the methods of diſpatching his affairs : 
and as I have ever had a moſt particular regard and 
kindneſs for your perſon, ſo I doubt not but the con- 
viction you will have by the letters and papers I have 
ſent over of my plain dealing, both to yourſelf, and 
all others his Majeſty” s miniſters, will for ever con- 
firm and ſettle me in your good opinion: and that 
theſe falſe ſuggeſtions, which have been alledged to 
my prejudice, may turn to ſo good an end, is the ear-

I7 OURS of the 24th is come to my hands. I 
| have ſaid fo much in my late letters concern- 

ing the affair of Mr. ſecretary Coventry, that' there 
is little to be added, only ſince, it is affirmed that 
theſe inſtructions were not to be kept private, and 
that thoſe concerning the northern forces ſhould be 
kept private. I muſt tell you, that when my lord 
Ranelagh delivered the inſtructions to me, which was 
the 11th day of Auguſt, I aſked him whether they 
were to be kept private, or no? and he told me 
they were, and gave this for a reaſon, that if they 
were known, men would get clauſes and non obſtantes 
in their letters to ſuperſede them, I had no reaſon 
to ſuſpect the credit of what his lordſhip delivered, 
in regard he was a privy council of this kingdom ; 

but chiefly becauſe he brought a private letter, writ-

Treaſurer in the caſe of Kilmainham mills. I have 


wrote at large to Mr. ſecretary Coventry upon that 


ſubject, and ſufficiently cleared the point; yet have 
left ſomething to your narrative, which you cannot but 
remember.

Yourſelf and mr. Harbord have a very fair game 
to play in relation to me, that is to ſay, to avoid all 
ſnufflings and diſguiſes, and to let my aQtings appear 
naked and open, which I am certain muſt juſtify me;

Have yours of the 27th of April, giving me an 
account of ſome proceedings in parliament. | You 

ſeem very much joyed that I was not named in that 

part of my lord Treaſurer's impeachment which related 
to this country. Tho” I think no one would deſire to 
be named in the houſe of commons by way of crimi- 
nation; yet I doubt not but this houſe of commons 
are in all reſpects as worthy and juſt as any other 
have been, and that ſo wiſe a body as they, will not 
believe a man to be faulty only becauſe ſome one ma- 
licious perſon ſays he is. The particular which was 
hinted to me was to this effect: that T had combined 
with my lord Treaſurer to introduce new methods for 
the diſpatch of Iriſh buſineſs. I am ſure the late 
letters I have writ, if they are come to your hands, 
are ſufficient to ſhew the contrary ; and the private 
inſtructions which are the things pointed at in my 
lord Treaſurer's impeachment were procured i in Eng- 
land, and ſent hither without my knowledge or con- 
currence. I am not aſhamed to have all my actings 
that relate to this government of Ireland, or concern- 
ing the publick, looked into ; nor do I think I can 
ever receive prejudice, but rather an advantage by 
having them ſcann' d; yet I muſt on the other fide 
tell you further, that I find mr. Harbord extream 
unreaſonable, for he is perpetually inſinuating to me, 
as if I ſuffered much in my reputation in England by 
keeping fair with my lord Ranelagh.

By the Act of Explanation. there are three hundred 
thouſand pounds to be raiſed, which are to be paid to 
the following uſes, vix. . 

Fifty thouſand pounds to the King. 

Fifty thouſand pounds to the lord Ormond. 

One hundred thouſand pounds to the 49 officers. 

And the laſt one hundred thouſand pounds to be 
iſſued out for the diſcharge of ſuch ſums of money 
as his Majeſty had appointed to be paid out of the 
half year's rent payable by the former act, and what 
had been received and paid upon the ſaid former act, 
was to be reckoned as part thereof, 

Out of this laſt one hundred thouſand ods 
there were at the time of the paſling the Explanatory 
Act, forty eight thouſand pounds remaining due to 
the duke of Ormond,. which was more than all the 
money that was to come in of this laſt 100,000 
pounds, would ſuffice to ſatisfy, in regard there had 
been about fifty thouſand pounds raiſed upon this 
former act, which being reckoned part of this one 
hundred thouſand pounds, there did not remain above 
forty two thouſand pounds to be paid to compleat this 
laſt one hundred thouſand pounds.

me no occaſion of anſwer, fave only one part, which 
I am confident is a miſtake in you, yet left it 
might concern me, I do now write to you that ſub- 
jet; the words of your letter are, “there was a 
<« petition two days fince at our door againſt Eſſex, 
< whoſe decrees are much complained of, but I be- 
« lieve it's ſuppreſt.” I cannot imagine how this can 
relate to myſelf, in regard of the word decrees, but 
rather ſuppoſe it may concern the lord keeper of Eng- 
land, or my lord chancellor here; however I have been 
conſidering with myſelf what there is done by me, 
which may bear the nature either of judgments or 
decrees, and who thoſe are which may think them- 
ſelves aggrieved, or have any colour (for ſolid ground, 
I am confident, they can have none) of complaints 
againſt me; the orders of councils may be eſteemed 
decrees, but I know not of any to be of diſguſt, ex- 
cept thoſe concerning this city, at my firſt coming 
over, which did indeed diſtate the ſeditious party 
there, but for theſe, if we are heard, I am ſure I can 
fully juſtify them, for things done by myſelf there

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are none that relate to meum and tuum, but the 
debts due from the army, and for thoſe they are I am 
certain, as carefully managed as can be in the world, 
Of many hundred of petitions, I may ſay a thouſand, 
1 am confident there are not ten in the whole, but 
have been agreed by conſent of both parties, and or- 
dered accordingly : two caſes there are indeed of this 
nature, wherein the creditors ſeem diſſatisfied. 


I. The one is between one Caſs, (who by the 
way I hear is gone into England) and one Thompſon, 
a ſerjeant of the royal regiment ++ the truth of the 
ſtory is thus, Thompſon owed Caſs fifteen pounds, 
for which Caſs petitioned, and upon the reference, 
mr. Holroyd calling the parties according to cuſtom 

before him, tho' he found Caſs very peeviſh, yet 
agreed the matter by conſent, that Thompſon ſhould 
pay the fifteen pounds at two gales, as the report 
mentions afterward z this Caſs going home to his 
wife, who had ſome peevidh quarrel with Thompſon, 
ſhe exaſperated her huſband to inſiſt upon the having 
the benefit of the law, and indeed did not value the 
debt ſo much as to arreſt this Thompſon, to put af- 
fronts upon him, and that. only in ſpight ; ſo as this 
Caſs caine the next morning to the ſecretary's office, 
and finding mr. Holroyd there, flung down his petition 
and report, and told him that he would have the 
benefit of the law, and that he cared not a f—t for 
them all, and that a privy counſellor would do his 
buſineſs for him, this mr. Holroyd, who is now in 
London, can ſwear to, if occaſion requires it, this 
report being brought to me, and an account of theſc 
particulars, I ſaid that I would not have men jeſt 
with me, and oY conſent, and afterwards fly off 
as they pleaſed, and affront thoſe whom 1 n 
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and thereupon directed an order anſwerable to the re- 
port. 

The other is between one Knight, a ſoldier in the 
earl of Arran's company, and one Baker, a townſman 
of Dublin, the latter of which petitioned to have 


the benefit of the law againſt Knight, for two hun- 


dred pounds which he owed him, the peticion being 
referred to mr. Holroyd, there appeared an old agree- 
ment for the payment of the two hundred pounds 
at ſeveral gales, and the reporter did certify, that 
he thought it reaſonable that Baker ſhould be held 
to this agreement, and that the other was content to 
pay at thoſe times, and an order was drawn accord- 
ingly purſuant to the report. I well remember when 
this was brought to me, I looked upon two hundred 
pounds to be a great ſum, and conceived it unrea- 
ſonable for me to order any agreement of ſo con- 
ſiderable a value, to be valid, if it were not ſo in 


law, uſually the caſe of ſoldiers debts were within 


that narrow compaſs, as I could direct payment out 
of their perſonal pay, and by that keep the creditors ; 


but this was ſuch a ſum as Knight's pay would never 


anſwer, and beſides I looked upon the agreement as 
a little extravagant in giving fix years time for pay- 
ment, I therefore refuſed ſigning the order, and com- 


 manced mr. Beecher to carry it to my lord chief 


juſtice to peruſe and conſider well of it; who did ſo, 
and returned it with ſome words of amendment, 
written with my lord chief juſtice's own hand, which 


being thus brought back, I ſigned it. 


And now I have done this long letter, I am confi- 
dent it is to no purpoſe, but that you have only miſ- 
taken the figure of your cypher 38 for 83, if ſo, 
pray take a little care of your figures for the time

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to come, otherwiſe you may run me into à multi- 


tude of errors. I cannot imagine that barely the be- 
ing in employment, ſhould in this age be eſteemed 

a crime, if ſo, all government muſt ceaſe, and for 
my own particular, I ſhall only deſire, if any matter 
be ſtarted againſt me, I may have a little time to ex- 
amine my papers, and J ſhall juſtify myſelf; however, 
let all men reflect, that this my employment is very 
great, and ſo numerous are the papers I muſt ſet my 
hand to, as it is impoſſible for me to peruſe them 
all, tho' I did nothing but read day-and night ; let 
any man, who is but a juſtice of peace, ſeriouſly con- 
fider whether he does not every year commit many 
faults in relation to his office; if he acts not at all, 
he breaks his oath, and if he does act, the laws are 
ſo various which guide him, as 'tis impoſſible for any 
man in that employment to be ſpotleſs ; nevertheleſs 
this I am ſure I can ſay, that no man throughout 


the whole kingdom can juſtly accuſe me of any no- 


torious oppreſſion or injuſtice of any kind, or that 


I have done any irregular thing for profit to myſelf, | 


or favour to a friend, and upon theſe . I ſleep 
quiet, and am very much at eaſe.

I am glad to find the matters tend ſo much to an 
union in parliament, and I hope they will riſe in good 
temper, I cannot preſume to judge of things there, 
eſpecially my whole mind having been for theſe three 
years only turned to the affairs of this kingdom, but 
to my apprehenſion, if the parliament do comply ſo 
far as to give the leaſt ſum of money that can be, 
the reputation of his Majeſty and the parliament be- 
ing well together, will be of ſo great advantage to 
his Majeſty's intereſts both at home and abroad, as 
the credit of this will be of much. more value than 
any money they can give, and probably at winter they 
will do more; ſure I am, that if they be brought to 
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any thing of this ſort, the King is much obliged, 
and ought to value thoſe perſons who are ſo in- 
ſtrumental and aſſiduous in his affairs. 

That concerning my lord Hallifax, ſeems the plea- 
ſanteſt fetch that I have known, however it pleaſeth 
me much to receive inſtances, as I do upon all oc- 
caſions, of the firmneſs of my lord Treaſurer's kind- 
neſs to me.

Have received yours of the 18th, but Mr. Go- 
dolphin, who parted hence on Saturday, will, I 
hope, reach London by that time this letter comes 
to you, and ſo will leave the leſs for me to ſay upon 


the ſubje@ you have lately wrote to me. As to my 


lord duke of Ormond, I cannot imagine why there 


ſhould be any ſuſpicion. of unkindneſs between him 


and me; for, I am ſure, there is no concern of his 
here that I have been wanting to the promoting of it, ſo 
far as was conſiſtent to his Majeſty's ſervice. Not 


only ſince my coming hither, but even for a 


ſpace of time before, there was a good underſtand-

I I ſhould propoſe it, 
are as ridiculous as any thing I have ever met with. 
The truth is, this age is fo ſubtle, that tis hard for 
any man living in it to believe there is one plain- 
dealing man left in the world. I never conſulted any 
one in England whatever concerning my going; and 
there is but one ſingle perſon on this fide the water 
ho knew it, till T had diſpatched Mr. Godolphin 
(wherefore I would be glad that yourſelf and Mr, 
Harbord would enquire out who were the authors of 
that report of my being ſent for, four days before 
Mr. Godol phin reached London). I debated the mat- 
ter calmly with myſelf, at leaſt one month before I 
took the reſolution ; ; and finding clearly, that there 
will be now an opportunity of ſettling this poor 
country in quiet and eaſe, if the King fo think fit, 
I thought it worthy the offering my ſenſe upon that 
ſubje&, and the propoling my ceming over, in order 
to a great and good end. I have ſpent now almoſt 
three years here, to infotm myſelf of the true ſtate 
of this kingdom, and the ſeveral intereſts. therein; 
and I hope I have not been an unprofitable obſerver 
of all matters relating to the conſtitutions of this go- 
vernment. When I entered upon my charge, [ 
came from a retired life, and never had any thing of.

Perceive by my letters out of England, that the 
=» unhappy differences between the two houſes do 
find work eyough for all his Majeſty's miniſters there; 
wherefore I cannot wonder that I do not yet hear 
what reſolution his Majeſty has taken concerning 
my coming over. AST ſaid at firſt, ſo I do ftill 
profeſs, that I have no buſineſs at all of my own 
to engage me in this journey, but tis purely in order 
to his Majeſty's ſervice, that he may be informed of 
the true ſtate of things here; and that ſuch propoſals 
may be made for the final ſettlement of this king- | 
dom, as may eſtabliſh quiet and eaſe therein. If any 
one on that fide the water are unwilling his Majeſty 
ſhould know the truth of things; and therefore do 
oppoſe the means of ſuch information, ſhould any 
thing fall out unluckily here; the blame owght to reſt 
at their doors, and not be laid to my charge, ſince I 
have offered my endeavours to ſerve his Majeſty to the 
utmoſt of my power. Yeſterday my lord mayor, ac- 
companied with eighteen aldermen and the two ſhe- 
tiffs of the city, attended me in council, acquaint- 
ing us, that at an aſſembly of the city, the mayor 
and aldermen had propoſed to the commons, ac- 
cording to form, the crofling out of their books thoſe 
entries that were made relating to the excluſion of 
the eight aldermen, which they were commanded to 
do by an order of council; as likewiſe one other pro- 
poſal was made for the electing of an agent, and im- 
powering him, under the city ſeal, to appear in his 
Majeſty's courts in ſeveral ſuits which were there de- 


pending between particular perſons and this city, both 
| which 
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which the commons refuſed to afſent unto ; but upon 
their refuſal, the mayor, aldermen and ſheriffs did 
order thoſe acts of aſſembly to be cancelled, purſuant 
to our commands, which was accordingly done, 
whereupon I gave my lord mayor thanks, and 
told him, that himſelf, the aldermen and ſheriffs had 
done like good and dutiful ſubjects in ſhewing their 
obedience to his Majeſty's authority. I do not 
enough underſtand the cuſtoms and conſtitutions of 
the city, to judge how regular this is, which the 
mayor, aldermen and ſheriffs have performed; but 
here is a very antient man, one Smith, an alderman, 
of above thirty or forty years ſtanding, who ſaith, 
there have feveral precedents been in his time, when 
the commons have been refractory to the publick 
authority; that upon theſe occaſions the mayor, al- 
derman and ſheriffs have done their duty: but becauſe 
1 believe ſome or other may be apt to trouble his- 
Majeſty with patticulars relating to this matter, I 
do therefore think it expedient you have a more exact 
account of their late proceedings. 

My lord mayor, on Wedneſday or Thurſday laſt, 
finding there were many of the aldermen in the town, 
invited ten or twelve of them, men uningaged in the 
late troubles of the city, being none of them either 
of the eight excluded, or of the four who itregularly 
turned them out ; and after dinner he acquainted 
them, that the city lay under great reproach of diſ- 
obedience to his Majeſty's authority, in regard they 
had not complied with an order of the lieutenant and 
council, empowered by his Majeſty's ſpecial com- 
mand, to determine ſome differences which formerly 
had been among them ; and further, that the revenue 
was almoſt brought to ruin, ſeveral perſons having

moſt antient. among them, told the reſt, it was his 
opinion that they ſhould once more call an aſſembly, 
and try if the commons would do what was fit; and 


ſhould they. refuſe, he conceived, that the aldermen, 


if the ſheriffs would join therein, might in ſuch a 


_ caſe perform their duty, and not ſuffer the city to be 


undone. through the ſtubbornneſs and faction of ſome 


few little people; and offered ſeveral precedents when 


the like had been formerly practiſed. So on Friday 
following an aſſembly was accordingly called, and the 
matter paſſed there as before related. There were 


eighteen aldermen preſent, who all concurred in their 
obedience to Our order, the ſheriffs likewiſe joining 
with them 3 then they required Sir John Tottie and 
Crofts, as clerks of the Tholſel, to croſs the books, 


and obliterate thoſe entries therein made, which. by 
Our order are directed to be cancelled. Sir John 
Tottie refuſing, they degraded him from being an 
alderman, and likewiſe voted him out of his place as 
clerk of the Tholſel; and for the moiety of the pro- 
fits belonging to him, they directed an account to be 
kept thereof, and the money to be n to the 
publick uſe of the city. 

Now, becauſe Alderman Smith is the perſon that 


propoſed this courſe, it may not be amiſs to give you 
a juſt character of the man: he is one aged near 


fourſcore years, and has always been reputed a man 
of great integrity and loyalty; an eminent inſtance 
of the latter, he gave, as I am told, when my lord 
Ormond delivered up the ſword to the parliament 


commiſſioners 
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commiſſioners here: he happening then to be mayor, 
came to the council table, and acquainted . my lord 
of Ormond, that it was generally reported in town, 
and ſpread ſo far, as no man doubted it, that his ex- 
cellency intended to deliver up the government to the 
parliament : that he came to acquaint hjs lordſhip, 
that - himſelf was intruſted with the King” s ſword of 
the city, and that he would not reſign it to rebels. 
| Whereupon my lord of Ormond gave him ſome 
check, and ordered him to withdraw; but upon fur- 
ther conſideration, his lordſhip and the counci] 

thought fit to call him in again, and to commend 
him for the reſolution he had ſhewed in maintaining 
his Majeſty's authority ; and withal read the letter 
from his Majeſty, requiring the lord lieutenant to 
deliver up the ſword to the commiſſioners impowered 
by the parliament of England; whereupon he ſaid 
he would ſubmit. How true 8 is, you may inform 
yourſelf on the place; my lord of Ormond being 
with you; but you have it as it has been related to 
me. On the other ſide, Sir John Tottie, who has 
been the principal incendiary in this city, was a 
trooper many years in Cromwell's atmy, a man 
wretchedly poor, and has patched up himſelf by pre- 
ſents and otherwiſe, out. of collections from ſeveral 
corporations of the city, to encourage and promote 
thoſe broils which have been among then. 

This letter, I confeſs, is unreaſonably tediotts ; 
but believing there will not want ſome men on that 
fide the water, as my lord privy ſeal by name, to aſſiſt 
theſe tedious people, if they bring a complaint there, 


I I conceive it no leſs than neceſſary you ſhould be in- 


formed: of all the circumſtances relating to theſe pro- 
_ ceedings ; and therefore, if motions ſhould be made to 


his r in behalf of Sir John Tottie and his 
crew, 
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crew, I only deſire they may be left to law. Having

ſheriffs along with them, who therein likewiſe con- 
curred, to fee our orders executed; and that ac- 

cordingly, all theſe acts of aſſembly were raſed, fo as 
che city have among themſelves, now complied with 
our command: how regular this proceeding has been, 
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in relation to the cuſtoms and practice of the city, 1 


am not able to judge, tho' ſome of the eldeſt alder- 
men do ſay, they have good precedents for it; and 


that ſeveral times, when the commons have been re- 


fractory, the mayor, aldermen, and ſheriffs, have 
done their parts, in yielding obedience to public 
authority, I am apt to perſuade myſelf, that ſome 
petitions may be brought to his Majeſty in England, 
upon this matter, and the rather, 'becauſe fir John 
Tottie, being one of the clerks of the Tholſel, and 
refuſing to obey the order of the mayor, aldermen, 
and ſheriffs, was by them degraded from being an 
alderman, and alſo turned out of the clerk of the 
Tholſel's place: but ſhould any complaints of this 
nature be made on that fide: the water, I humbly

it was drawn, but I fear thoſe clerks who penned it, 


did not examine precedents, it being much out of 
form; however, were that all, I ſhould not trouble 


you upon this ſubje&, but I do find, that though the 
beginning of the letter gives a direction for me to 
come, yet the body of the letter impoſes ſomewhat 


upon me, which renders my journey impoſſible. _ 
For in the firſt place, the preamble of the letter 


<eupteſits,” as if I had deſired to come over, which 
indeed was the preamble to my lord Berkley's, that 
de deſired to go into England, in relation to his own 
private affairs, whereas I have never pretended, nor 
indeed having any occaſion of my own to call me 


over, but only propoſing to his Majeſty, ſeveral 
matters relating to the public, which muſt be ne- 
ceſſarily reſolved in England againſt Chriſtmas next, 
have humbly ſubmitted to his Majeſty's conſideration, 
whether my preſence may not be uſeful, when theſe 
matters ſhall be debated; I do with all humility 
conceive the preamble of the letter ought to be 
ſuitable to the occaſion, and in the ſtile of thoſe in 
my lord duke of Ormond's time, viz, Whereas, we, 
in our princely judgment, find it neceſſary, that you 
ſhould come to our preſence, that you may in your 


perſon inform us, of the preſent ſtate, &c. this as to 


the preface. In the next place, as to the body of the 
letter, it is expreſſed, that before my going over, I 


c muſt ſummon a parliameat, to be held here, againſt 


the 
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- the firſt of September next; and that I bring over 
with me ſuch bills, as ſhall be thought fit to be 
paſſed in parliament : how unpracticable this is, any 
who underſtand the conftitutions of this kingdom, 
can eaſily inform you: when a parliament is called 
here, pars are firſt to be prepared by the council of 
Ireland, then tranſmitted and approved by the privy 
council of England, and upon their remittal back 
into Ireland, under the great ſeal of England, with 
that remitter comes a commiſſion under the great ſeal 
of England, to hold a parliament here, after which, 
writs are to be ifſued, and you all know there muſt 
be forty days time between the iſſuing of the writs, 
and the ſitting of the parliament ; now then let any 


man compute the time: this letter is dated the 12th 


of June, and received in Ireland the 15th of June, 
and the writs muſt be iſſued the 22d of July; ſo as 
to draw the bills by the king's council here, to paſs 
them in privy council here, to tranſmit them into 
England, and have them all paſſed in council there, 
and remitted back hither again, there is but barely 
five weeks time, and then too I am obliged to ſtay 
till all this be dene, which as aforeſaid will be the 
22d of July, and to be back by the firſt of September; 
ſo as in effect, it is to direct, I muſt not come this 
ſummer : true it is, that all lord lieutenants have a 
clauſe in their commiſſion, empowering them to hold 
a parliament here; yet parliaments have not been 
* uſually called, upon that general clauſe in the chief 
governors patent, without a particular commiſſion 
for that purpoſe, and indeed by Poyning's law, no 
parliament can be held without a ſpecial commiſſion.

I know not what he expects, unleſs he would have 
me ſollicit his affairs myſelf, and when letters are 
Tent, that I ſhould carry them through the offices; 
wherefore, I would be glad, that at ſome leiſure 
time, you would acquaint his Majeſty, - that the 
reaſon he has been ſo troubleſome, is purely, for that 
the poor man knows not how t6 follow his own 
buſineſs.

My lord of Tyrone is now here in 
Ireland, and never went over, The letter for my 
coming into England I have received, but I am

in the beginning it directs I ſhould come over, ſo ſoon

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in council, under three months time; ; but, that which 
amazeth me "moſt of all, is, that in your letter you 

ſeem to applaud yourſelf very much, as if a great 
point were gained, in calling this parliament againſt 
September next, and ſome touches likewiſe in my 
brother Henry's letter, do confirm me, that yourſelf 
and he had a hand in propoſing it; whether you had 
or no, is not very clear to me, but till I received your 
letter, and ſaw theſe particulars therein, I did rather 
preſume. it had been purely a fetch of my lord Rane- 
lagh's; I made no doubt, if you and my brother 
were the movers thereof, it was with a good intent 
towards me, believing that if writs were iſſued for 
the calling of a parliament, it would ſecure my 
coming back, but I muſt confeſs I am an utter enemy 
to any thing of practice or artifice ; and when 1-re- 
collect how often I have preſſed you to uſe plain 
dealing, T ſhould very much wonder if now you 
ſhould be guilty of a ſlight of this ſort,: it is im- 
poſſible to have a parliament meet in Ireland under ſix 
months time, and I am ſure the kingdom cannot be 
ready to have one (their preſent poverty being ſuch) 
till the next year, beſides, the firſt of September is 
the midſt of their haryeſt, and divers other reaſons 
ſuperfluous to be added, may be given againſt it; 
but if you and my brother have been conſenting tq 
this particular, which relates to a parliament,. I be- 
lieve my lord. Conway and lord Ranelagh laugh 
bravely in their fleeves, to ſee how egregiouſly they 
have chouſed you both. Pray ſhew my brother 
Henry this letter, and tell him I have many hawks 
here more than my falconers can keep, I would be 
glad my brother Strangwais would immediately ſend 
for ſome of them. Mr. Philpot the principal in-

Y laſt letter from Mr. Thinne brings me an 
VI account that you have lately been indiſpoſed, 
but 1 hope, when this comes to your hand, it will 


md you perfectly recovered. The more ] reflect upon 


the letter of calling a parliament here, I am ſtill in 
the more amazement, for I daily ſee greater un- 


practicableneſs in the thing, and ſuch as I wonder 


any on that fide ſhould be ignorant of. Beſides the 
objections offered in a former letter of mine, there 


are 
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are 1 very material, which did not NR: ther Oc 
cur to me, as this ; the ſeaſon of the year being ſuch 
as the judges will be all in their circuits, and the 
lawyers out of town, when theſe bills are to be dran; 
and it is a conſtant rule here, when bills are to be 
prepared, a committee of the council is appointed, 
of which all the chief judges are to be of the num- 
ber for the peruſing theſe bills, ſo as either the king- 
dom muſt be without juſtice for this year, or bills 
muſt be drawn contrary to all former practice, and by 
perſons who are not proper to do them. I have been 
a little perplexed within myſelf, how this propoſal 
took it riſe; and upon peruſal of my letters, I find 
in one to my lord Treaſurer of the 3oth of Novem- 
ber laſt, being an anſwer to his lordſhip's of the 
wherein he deſired to know my opinion 
concerning the calling of the parliament here, and 
the time I told his lordſhip, that in cafe the country 
continued to improve, as fince the war it began, I 
then preſumed we might be ready for a parliament 
this ſummer, only with this caution, that it would 
not be convenient that a parliament were ſitting here 
and in England at the ſame time ; wherefore I could 
ſay nothing poſitive as tothe time: Now if this 
paſſage were read, and open, it inferred, that it was 
my opinion that a parliament might be called this 
ſummer. If you obſerve what I have here truly re- 
cited, you will find, that I am far from being poſitive 
as to the time of convening it: beſides, it might be 
my opinion, and on ſubſtantial grounds enough, in 
November, that a parliament ſhould be called the 
next ſummer; but circumſtances may vary between 
that and June (which is half a year) as I may with 
good reaſon alter my advice : and therefore it is a 
very hard caſe to oblige a man, had I been never ſo 
bee 
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poſitive then, to continue of the ſame ſenſe fix 

months after, and not alter, tho' he ſees the world 
change about him. I do aſſure you, this kingdom, 
by reaſon of the extraordinary unſeaſonableneſs of 
the ſpring, and the ſharp courſes taken both by the 
farmers and the commiſſioners of the treaſury, to get 
in their money; this being the laſt year of the firſt 
of theſe, and the laſt likewiſe with the other, for the 
payment of the eſtabliſhment, and other debts due to 


the army, &c. has made the country ſo very poor, 


as no man could foreſee it three months ago. Add 
to this, this letter of the 3oth of November was ſent 


over by my lord Ranelagh, who knew well enough | 


the practice of things here, and well underſtood that 
the forms are ſuch: as a parliament cannot be called 
under ſix months preparation; and therefore I did 
expect to have heard from my lord Treaſurer his 
Majeſty s- pleaſure before Chriſtmas laſt, in caſe a 
parliament had been defigned here this ſummer. I 
am ſure, ſhould there meet one before my lord Ra- 
nelagh's undertaking be determined and adjuſted, it 
would not ſerve his turn, to reckon with the com- 
miſſioners of accounts; for the houſe of commons here 
would; infallibly, after the example of that in En- 
gland (who now begin to inſpect his Majeſty's re- 
venue, and pretend to direct how it ſhould be diſ-

If my lord of Ormend wth 
not left England, you may from him be informed 
bo far this man is fit to be believed. Mir Har- 
bord will offer you a letter for his Majeſty's ſignatuxe, 
in behalf of Mr. Adwortii, who is my cloſet ſeore- 
tary, arid Hath taken much pains with me; and I 
have never had the opportunities to gratify him in 
ay thing. I have ſpoken with fome of the judges, 
ho conceive: this propofal very reaſonable, and is 
ſuiting with the practice in England. I ſhoald be 
glad the forms might be alike here. If the letter is 
once ſigned, and conie over, I ſhall, before I paſs 
the grant, hear any objections that ward . ; to 
it, tho? truly I can foreſee none.
